St. Marie of the Incarnation School reopens

On Monday, Principal 
Robert Harrison stood by the 
front door, welcoming stu¬ 
dents back to St. Marie of the 
Incarnation Catholic School. 

For the past 6 and a half 
months, the St. Marie of the 
Incarnation student body 


has been accommodated at 
other Catholic elementary 
schools in Bradford, with 
285 primary students attend¬ 
ing St. Jean de Brebeuf, and 
another 245 students tempo¬ 
rarily housed at St. Charles. 

While they were in their 
temporary quarters, their 
school on Colborne St., 


built in 1975, was undergo¬ 
ing a makeover. The Simcoe 
Muskoka Catholic District 
School Board added 8 brand 
new classrooms, and remod¬ 
elled the “pod”-style exist¬ 
ing building, to create a new 
self-contained Kindergarten 
wing with four state-of-the- 
art classrooms, new main 


offices that have a clear view 
of the front doors, and a new 
chapel, that will make it eas¬ 
ier for students to live their 

“One of the things we 
wanted to do is to ensure the 
old and new areas meshed,” 
Principal Harrison says. Not 
only has the older portion of 


the school been repainted, in 
colours that match the new, 
construction included the 
introduction of wider hall¬ 
ways and connecting doors 
that tie the whole together. 

Teachers and parents 
had a say in the re-design, 
which includes a new fully- 
equipped Special Education 


room, handicapped acces¬ 
sible washrooms, and study 
space. “There’s always been 
consultation with the com¬ 
munity and teachers,” Har¬ 
rison says - and the result is 
a building that feels entirely 
new and reimagined.

Programs for better light¬

approach to risk assessment 
and risk abatement - some¬ 
thing that Mosquera has 
been working on for the past 
eight years, and something 
that, he admits, "I am a little 
passionate about.” 

He told the board, “We 
started off in the days when 
we used to call it 'Crime Pre¬ 
vention" Now it has become 
“the core of the strategy for 
safety, in the Province of 
Ontario,” recognizing that 
risk reduction “cannot be 
achieved by one agency or 
sector alone.” 

What is needed is “a col¬ 
laborative model (to) co¬ 
ordinate efforts to address 
risks and needs of the com¬ 
munity," Mosquera said. 

Steffie Anastasopou- 
los, community safety ana¬ 
lyst, explained die province's 
approach based on four zones 
of response, starting with a 
Red Zone, representing emer¬ 
gency response by police, 
fire and EMS - “reactive and 


than being preventative." 

A Yellow Zone identifies 
risk of immediate harm, but 
also the potential to mitigate 
risks by providing immedi¬ 
ate access to a safety net of 
resources and organizations. 
It is followed by a Blue Zone, 
where housing strategies, 
education, employment, 
mental health supports can 

Zone, where the programs 
put in place lead to positive 
outcomes and social devel¬ 
opment. 

She also described three 
steps in developing a frame¬ 
work for community safety 
and well-being - collabora¬ 
tion, information sharing, 
and performance measures, 
allowing the participants to 
judge whether their actions 
are appropriate and effective. 
The idea is that each munic¬ 
ipality will develop its own 
“risk tracking database” - 
creating meaningful, collab¬ 
orative relationships among

existing agencies and groups, 
to identify priorities, individ¬ 
uals and groups at risk, and 
risk factors, before working 
on an action plan to achieve 
the hoped-for outcomes. 

“It’sreally about what works 
in your community,” Anas- 
tasopoulos said. “It’s about 

and then using that research 
and data collectively.” 

PSB Chair Rod Hicks 
questioned whether agen¬ 
cies would be able to share 
information, under provin¬ 
cial rules - or would find 
that “our hands are tied.” 
‘There are provisions within 
all this legislation to allow 
sharing,” Mosquera insisted. 
Some agencies have liability 
concerns over the sharing of 


information, but “the privacy 
commissioner is saying to us, 
yes you can” - a message that 
is now going out to the health 
and social services sectors. 

The ministry has already 
produced two key book¬ 
lets on Crime Prevention 
in Ontario, and Commu¬ 
nity Safety and Well-Being 
in Ontario, and a third will 
be released this fall, that will 
provide an asset map and a 
tool kit for municipalities to 

a need for buy-in, Mosquera 
said. Often it is a police serv¬ 
ice that will start the process, 
and eventually bringinother 
agencies, but there is a need 
for commitment and lead¬ 
ership from the top, if the 
approach is to be successful.

Both Innisfil Mayor Gord 
Wauchope and BWG Mayor 
Rob Keffer, members of the 
board, raised questions of 
cost to the municipality, and 
potential funding. 

Mosquera, who chairs 
an Interministerial working 
group, said that ministries 
such as child and youth serv¬ 
ices, the Seniors Secretariat 
and even Ministry of Health 
were now on board, seeing 
a role for consultation and 
engagement to identify the 
risks, and the solutions. “The 
next part is to collaborate, co¬ 
ordinate the funding model." 

He added, "Can we afford 
to do this? You can’t afford 
not to do this.”

Spring is in the air, poop is in the parks 


W hile we did see a first-of- 
spring skiff of snow, the 
temperatures and the daylight are 
upping by the day. 

As that happens, more and more 
people in our communities are 
shedding their winter coats and 
spending more time outside in 
area parks and walkways — alone 
or with their families and/or pets. 

As usual, this melting time of 
year reminds us not everyone in 
our community necessarily cares 
about what the landscape looks 
like once the blanket of snow is 
pulled back. 

Snow mould is a common sight, 
of course, but so is a myriad of 
discarded trash, in particular 
cigarette butts, coffee cups, 
wrappers, diapers, you name it. 

And then there is the 
proliferation of thawing pet feces 
in public places, which is not only 
gross and unhealthy, it’s illegal. 

As cities increase and 
enhance green spaces, the more 
irresponsible pet owners and 
litterbugs feel empowered to abuse 
them and somehow pretend to 
believe that bylaws are made for 
other people. 

Each year at this time, 
newspapers receive calls, e-mails 
and social media notes about this 
very thing. 

There is the very real and 
ongoing problem of off-leash dogs 
on trails and in parks, which in 
addition to illegality and mess is 


potentially dangerous. 

Letting your dogs run off-leash 
and reassuring unsuspecting and 
law-abiding users, many of them 
children, not to worry because the 
dog won't bite or is friendly, is not 
their problem — it's yours. 

There are increasingly a number 
of off-leash sanctioned dog parks. 

If you don’t want to go there, keep 
your dog on a leash or find a friend 
with a fenced acreage on private 
property to let your dogs run. 

Your right to allow your dog to 
run in public is trumped by our 
rights to not have to deal with the 
mess and potential danger. 

Smarten up. 

Many municipalities have bylaws 
about these problems on their 
books. And we challenge city bylaw 
officers to be more aggressive on 
ticketing and sanctions in this 

But most Canadian communities 
do not allow off-leash dogs 
in public spaces and it’s the 
responsibility of pet owners to 
scoop the poop and make sure 
their animals are restrained 
around others — even to the point, 
in some cases, of muzzling specific 
species deemed problematic. 

Whatever the case, the bylaws 
are there and voted upon 
democratically and they apply to 
you, so respect them. 

It’s not the animal’s fault 
their owners are stupid and 
disrespectful.

In the law offices his grandfather 
built in 1908, surrounded by photos 
and memorabilia, Bradford lawyer Bob 
Evans prepares to celebrate a milestone. 

On March 25, Evans will become a Life 
Member of the Ontario Bar Association, 
marking 50 years of law practice. 

Evans is the third generation of his 
family to practice law - and the fourth 
member of the Evans family to reach the 
Life Member designation. 

Grandfather T.W.W. Evans, K.C. 
(King's Counsel) founded the law firm in 
1894, and practised for 60 years. 

"It was his life. He worked until about 
a week before he died," Evans says. 

Two of T.W.W. Evans' six sons - Brock 
and his brother Charles, Bob Evans' 
father - also became lawyers. Brock 
practised law for 52 years; Charlie Evans 
retired after 60 years, and was present 
at the celebration in 1994 marking the 
100th anniversary of the firm. 

And two of Charlie Evans' sons - the 
late Tom E. Evans, and Robert - upheld 
the family tradition and joined the law 
firm. Tom was called to the Bar in 1958, 
practising for 50 years until his untimely 
death; Bob in 1966. Both were appointed 
Queen's Counsel, recognizing their emi¬ 
nence in the legal field. 

Most of the firm’s practice is in Family 
Law, including wills, estates, and Pow¬ 
ers of Attorney; Immigration, and Real 
Estate. 

When Bob Evans started his legal 
career, everything was done by hand, 
documents had to be filed at the Regis¬ 
try office, forms filled out and delivered 
in person. "I remember thinking, when I 
started in real estate, it wasn’t much dif¬ 
ferent from when my grandfather was in 
business,’’ he says. “That soon changed." 
As new legislation and new land transfer 
taxes were introduced, the work became 
ever more complicated. Although com¬ 
puters and online filing reduced some of 
the legwork, overall “it's more onerous, 
more complex... It's all so different. Doc¬ 
umentation can be very daunting." 

That, he says, is what makes life mter- 

The most dramatic change over his 
50 year career? The introduction in 
1982 of Canada's Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms. 

“We are a Common Law country, as 
are all Commonwealth countries, but 
the Charter of Rights in 1982 gave us a 
new dynamic - recognizing the rights 
of the people." Evans notes that Cana¬ 
da's Constitution did not define those 
rights; the Charter, an Amendment to 
the Constitution Act, set the parameters 
- parameters that are still being deter¬ 
mined in courts of law. 


“(The Charter) is highly regarded,” 
Evans says - not only in Canada but 
abroad. “People who are oppressed 
have something to lean on, to rely on. It's 
great for society.” 

Bob’s father Charlie had a life filled 
with honours. He was called to the Bar 
in 1926, and worked with many of the 
firstsettlersoftheHolland Marsh drain¬ 
age project, identifying their new lands. 
He was a friend of the Hon. Earl Rowe, a 
Bradford Councillor, and past Warden of 
Simcoe County.

But Bob also has an impressive track 
record: President of the York Region Law 
Society 1976-1978, appointed Queen’s 
Counsel in 1981, School Board Trustee 
for nine years in the 1980s, and in 2011, 
elected a 'Bencher’ (Senior member) of 
the Law Society of Upper Canada. 

“It has been a great experience, meet¬ 
ing wonderful people,” he says. 

Those experiences go beyond law. He 
is a Mason and past Master of the Sim¬ 
coe Lodge AM & AF; a member of both 
the BWG Local History Association and 
Tecumseth & West Gwillimbury Histor¬ 
ical Society; founding member of the 
BWG & District Community Foundation; 
and a member of the Bradford Rotary 
Club, from 1967 until it closed, in 2012. 

Rotary generated many fond memo¬ 
ries, including an exchange trip to Aus¬ 
tralia. Evans calls it "a great source of 
joy.” 

Evans and his wife Janet have four 
children, and 15 grandchildren, ranging 
in age from 2 to 16. 

At the moment there is not another 
generation of the Evans family, wait¬ 
ing in the wings to take its place in the 
122 year old family firm, but Evans has 
brought in new partners, Nathan Hig¬ 
gins and Jenivieve deVries, to ensure 
that Evans DeVries Higgins LLP will con¬ 
tinue to serve the residents of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury. 

Robert F. Evans reminisces about the 
people who had their start with the fam¬ 
ily fimi - including Roy Gordon, a lawyer 
and past Mayor of Bradford, and Judge 
Jim Crawford.

Newton Robinson res¬ 
idents got together for 
another community event, 
March 20 - a pancake break¬ 
fast, out in the sugar bush at 
the Ellis Farm, on Line 10. 

Peter Ellis discovered the 
sugarbush on the family prop¬ 
erty nearly two decades ago. 
"My parents had no idea it was 
here,” he says; since then the 
annual spring ritual of trans¬ 
forming maple sap into syrup 
has become one of his hobbies. 

It was pretty much trial and 
error, at the start. A helpful 
manual on woodlot manage¬ 
ment advised putting ribbons 
around the trunks of maples 
in the fall, to help identify 
which trees to tap in Spring, 
before the leaves come out. 

In the flrstyear, Ellis carried 
the buckets of sap by hand-and 
used propane to boil it down 
evaporating the water and leav¬ 
ing behind the sugary syrup. 

“The cost of one little, tiny 
bottle of syrup was equal to 
the cost of one big, big bottle 
of propane. I learned I had to 
use wood,” he says. 

Now, he sets out 150 buckets 
every spring, using an ATV and 
trailer to haul the large plas¬ 
tic bins into which he emp¬

ties the buckets, a process that 
takes only two hours. A pump 
system then sends the sap into 
tanks that feed the evaporator 
- and after hours of stoking the 
fires, and watching as the sap 
thickens and turns golden, the 
resultis pure maple syrup. 

Tyler Philp, elected last 
year as the unofficial "Mayor 
of Newton Robinson” ladled 
out the syrup on pancakes 
cooked up by 'First Lady” 
Jacquie, and made maple tof¬ 
fee on "snow” manufactured 
using ice and a blender. 

Families came out to enjoy 
the pancakes (plain or choc¬ 
olate chip) with maple syrup 
and fresh fruit, in a natural 
woodland setting - another 
social event, bringing the 


community together. 

It’s why Newton Robinson 
residents elected a “Mayor” 
and “Council” last year - to 

that sense of community. 

“We’ve met people in 
town who’ve lived in New¬ 
ton Robinson for 23 years, 
and hadn't met their neigh¬ 
bours,” says Philp. 'Tve lived

Young Adults - those between 
the ages of 19 and 39 - are often a 
'forgotten' group, when it comes to 
cancer support 

Young adults may be just starting 
out in their education, careers 
and families, when the diagnosis 
of cancer is delivered. There has 
been little specifically geared to 
the unique challenges they face, as 
they make their cancer journey - 
a journey they may end up taking 
alone, starting their lives over once 
treatment is complete. 

Young Adult Cancer Canada 
(YACC) tries to make that journey 
easier for the estimated 50,000 
young adult cancer survivors in 
Canada, and the 7,000 new cases 
diagnosed each year. 

YACC offers web-based and 
face-to-face support programs, 


including education, retreats and 
life-changing conferences, that can 
make a difference for young adults 
coping with cancer. 

Shave for the Brave is YACC’s key 
fundraiser, raising funds for those 
programs. “Shavers" volunteer to 
donate 10” of hair, or have their 
head shaved bald, while collecting 
pledges for the organization - not 
only a fundraiser, but a symbol of 
solidarity with cancer patients, 
who may lose their hair as a result 
of chemotherapy treatment 

Anyone can step up and 
volunteer to be a “shaver” but in 
Bradford, since 2012, Shave for 
the Brave events have taken place 
primarily in elementary schools, 
and the Shavers have primarily 
been students, their parents and 
teachers. 

On April 8, two local schools 


will be Shaving for the Brave - 
W.H. Day Elementary School in 
Bradford, and Goodfellow Public 
School in Innisfil. 

This is the second year 
that W.H. Day students are 
participating. Back in 2014, 41 
shavers at the school raised 
over $16,000 for YACC. 

For 2016, W.H. Day E.S. has 
set a fundraising goal of $15,000 
- and already has 28 Shavers 
signed up, including students, 
parents, and one teacher. 

The school is halfway to its 
fundraising goal, and is looking 
to the community to help 
support the effort.

Kids learn to be prepared, at the library 


Would you know what to do in an 
emergency - a major power outage, a 
crippling winter storm, a train derail¬ 
ment involving hazardous cargo?

or battery-operated radio, FirstAidkit, 
cash, whistle (to attract attention), spe¬ 
cial needs items (pet food, infant for¬ 
mula, medication, assistive devices), 
and documentation (in case of evac¬ 
uation) can be critical for coping with

and hazards that you could face. Bliz¬ 
zards, ice storms, hail, high winds, 
flooding, thunderstorms, lightning, 
heatwaves and power outages are all 
common dangers in Ontario. 

Step two: Prepare a Family Emer¬ 
gency Plan. Draw up a floor plan of 
your home that shows all possible exits 
from each room. In case of evacua¬ 
tion or separation, plan two safe places 
where everyone should meet, and 
make sure everyone has the phone 
number of an out-of-town emergency 
contact, in case local communications 
are disrupted. 

Step three: Prepare your 72 Hour 
Emergency Kit. If evacuation is an 
option, add sleeping bags, blankets, 
extra clothing for every member of the 
family, toiletries (including hand sani¬ 
tizer), utensils, toilet paper, basic tools 
(hammei; pocket knife, duct tape), and
